PFEIFFER KNEW 
ALL ABOUT THE 
U.S. DESTROYERS 


Woman Witness Says 


Criticized Defects of 


the Plans. 


He 


NEW YORK. (UP). Capt. Lieut 


Erich Pfeiffer of the German naval 
intelligence bureau tat Bremen was 
so familiar with the plans for U. S. 
navy destroyers that he could dis- 
cuss their defects, a witness testi- 
fied in federal court. So reluctant 
to testify that she wa^ character- 
ized by the court as a "hostile 
witness," Mrs. Kate Moog Busch 
said that Pfeiffer boasted to her 
in Germany that he had, the de- 
stroyer plans. She learned 
also, 


that he was the direct superior of 
Karl Schlueter, one of the contact 
spies for the eastern seaboard. 


Pfeiffer, she said, told Dr. Ignatz 


Griebel, 
fugitive 
spy 
and 
her 


traveling- companion, that he had 
"business with Voss about planes." 
Otto Hermann Voss, a skilled me- 
chanic at the Seversky aircraft 
plant, is one of the three defen- 
dants on trial charged with selling 
American defense secrets. 


Mrs. Busch said she met Pfeiff-r 


"at a champagne party. 
Dr. Griebl, she testified, was 


promised rewards by Lieut. Com- 
manders Ugo von Benin and Her- 
mann Menzel of the German war 
ministry, both of whom are under 
indictment, but no specific mention 
was made of his duties. 


In March, 1938. Mrs. Busch said, 


she received a note fro Schleuter 
in which he enclosed a paper 
match box containing a code and 
asked her to hold it until a girl 
named Boehm called for it. This 
was Eleanor Boehm, Hunter col- 
lege graduate, who met Schleuter 
on a German boat. 
, 


Miss Boehm called for tn'e'nflSLtc'h 


book a few days later, Mrs. Busch 
testified. She was admonished re- 
peatedly by Judge John C. Knox to 
'stick to the facts" and "tell the 
truth." 


Because of her attitude, U. S. 


Atty. Lamar Hardy curtailed his 
examination and disregarded por- 
tions of her statement to 
the 


grand jury to which he referred 
in his opening address. 


Charles W. Fhillipsbar, Jr., at- 


torney for Voss, had equally as 
difficult a time on cross examina- 
tion and Judge Knox, obviously 
out of patience, cut her off in the 
middle of a sentence fqr the lunch- 
eon adjournment.

Atty. Holman moved for dis- 


mlsal of the case on grounds that 
the action did not constitute viola- 
tion of the anti-picketing law, and 
that the complaint was improperly 
drawn..

BE EXPENDED EOR 


POWER EXPANSION 


Dozen Utilities Join With 


Government in National 


Defense Plans. 


WASHINGTON. Ifl. 
A dozen 
big utility companies, joining hands 
with the federal government in Its 
national defenan program, disclosed 
they would spend $2,000,000,000 in 
the next two years to expand the 
output of electric power. 


This amount, said Floyd L. 


Carlisle of the Consolidated Edison 
company of New York, would vir- 
tually double present such expendi- 
tures. 


As the first step, the utilities 


announced "definite commitments" 
for 
enough 
factory 
orders 
to 


supply generating equipment cap- 
ablo of producing 1,000,000 kilo- 
watts. 


The commitments were given as 


a part of the administration's ef- 
forts to strengthen power facilities 
of the nation's strategic war ma- 
terial manufacturing centers. 


Announcement of the program 


came from a session of the na- 
tional defense power committee 
headed by Louis Johnson, assistant 
secretary of war, which has been 
making a survey of power needs 
since early this year. 


Government Financing. 


Carlisle, acting as spokesman 


for the group of utilities execu- 
tives which met with the power 
committee, 'said "substantial gov- 
ernment financing was involved, 
but would not be in the form of 
grants. 


•The government, he said, would 
"do nothing more than lend money 
or buy securities, in the same man- 
ner as a bank." 


The new equipment for 1,000,000 


kilowatts of generating capacity 
represented about one and one- 
third million horsepower equiva- 
lent to the total power produced 
by two or three middlewestern or 
southeastern 
cities. New York 
City's generating capacity. / they

He said the 1939 unicameral legis- 
lature would be asked to enact 
nto a law a bill designed to give 
teachers "fair treatment" by ac- 
cording them protection similar to 
that received by others under the 
national security act, 
"Nebraska may lead the nation 
as its 'white spot,' she may justly 
boast of her $10,000,000 capitol 
building constructed on the pay as 
you go plan 
But there is little 
•eason for pride In comparison with 
the majority of the other states 
when it comes to its support of 
education and the treatment it ac- 
cords to its long time and faithful 
eachers who become incapacitated 
by reason of age," Lefler said. 


He pointed out 28 states already 
have teacher retirement plans in 
active operation. Under terms of 
;he proposed bill, the teacher would 
contribute half of the retirement 
annuity and the state would fur- 
nish the other half, estimated at 
fSO.OGO a year. Lefler said the plan 
resembled annuity insurance. The 
minimum allowance at retirement 
would be $25 a 
month and the 
average would range between $30 
and $50. Retirement would be op- 
:ional at 60, compulsory at 65, or 
after 35 years of service. 


In his opening address on "How 
:he School Can Assist in Develop- 
ng Character," Dr, Harry C. Mc- 
Kown of Gllson, 111, took issue

"All such caricatures are, of 
course harmful, and considering 
:he basis on which a teacher la 
selected—personality, 
character, 
training and experience—they are 
grossly inaccurate." The teacher, 
Dr. McKown aaid, plays an im- 
loitant part in character training, 
vhich has as one of its purposes 
the development of an Intelligent 
respect for society's conventions. 
Other purposes include the de- 


velopment an ability to discern 
causes and relate effects, to de- 
velop a recognition an acceptance 
of responsibility in organized so- 
ciety, and to develop "a harmoni- 
ous adjustment and Integration of 
one's personality. 


Importance of Character. 


"The great importance of good 
character at the present time can 
be appreciated when one recog- 
nized the many undesirable set- 
tings and relationships extant in 
America's rotten politics, appalling 
crime, disgraceful parole system, 
easy divorces, liquor consumption 
with its many resultant degrading 
actions, shameful child laboi, un- 
precedented unemployment, 
in- 


equitable distribution of wealth, 
curtailed educational facilities, in- 
; e 1 llgence-insulting 
advertising 


and propaganda both political and 
commercial, cheap entertainment 
and diversion. Inadequate medical 
attention, 
vicious 
racial preju- 


dices and hatreds, childish inter- 
nationalism, labor and Industrial 
difficulties, and a lowered lespect 
for the home, church, legal 
and 
other authority." 


O. K. Amendments. 


In their ljusiness session, the 


teachers also heard that their vote 
had favored two proposed amend- 
ments to the state N. S. T. A. 
constitution. The tirst calla for re- 
peal of a paragraph requiring 
adoption of uniform badges for 
teachers at conventions. The sec- 
ond would raise the annual dues 
for teachers receiving $1,001 and 
up. Those receiving $1,000 or less 
will continue to pay the two dollar 
fee. 
hTe scale goes up according 


to salaries, with those receiving 
$1,800 or more per year paying 
four dollars for dues. 


At the morning session Dr. 
Grayaon N. Kefauver, dean of the 
school of education, Stanford uni- 
versity, energetically called a halt 
on what he aces as a general "re- 
treat to the past" in education. 
"It is easy to go back," he said, 
"but difficult to realize that the 
changes in the next generation will 
be more basic and more rapid than 
the changes in the past genera- 
tion." 


Education, said Dr. Kefauver, 


"should focus its chief attention 
on the problems of this generation 
and of tho future, rather than on 
those at the past." Rapidly sketch- 
ing the vnat Improvements man 
haa made in his physical environ- 
ment, thr youthful educator de- 
clared, "The bast-: difficulty is our 
fMlure to make flimUarly rapid 
chan*?" In the aoclal fields." He 
Hid that he felt strongly "the need 


of accelerating change* in the so- 
cial fields." 


Dr. Kefauver charged that ed- 


ucator* in general "have not helped 
young people to live understand- 
ingly in the modern world." Point- 
ing out the tendency, in such sub- 
jects as literature, music and art; 
to turn always to the past and 
to Ignore or scorn productions of 
our own time, the tSanford pro- 
fessor said, "You can't understand 
our culture unless you understand 
its expressions and interpreta- 
tions." Strikes at Lethargy. 


Dr. Kefauver struck at the "dis- 


position to take things today as 
something 
sacred 
and 
unalter- 
able." This disposition, he said, is 
"one of the hardships facing the 
American people in meeting its 
problems." 
The people, he said, 


should be stirred out of tbeir leth- 
argy and made to realize that evils 
can be righted and are not nec^s- 
sarily a part of our civilization. 
Dr. Kefauver also said. 


"Our 
young people ought to 
come to know what democracy 
means, x x x Whether or not we 
preserve our democracy depends 
on whether or not we can be more 
successful in our educational in- 
stitutions 
in 
developing under- 
standing of the major social ques- 
:ions of this period." The speaker 
implied the threat of a virtual 
dictatorship in this country unless 
the people understand what de- 
mocracy is and take an active part 
,n ita preservation.

STOCKHOLDER LIABILITY. 
In the welter of partisaij poli- 


tics connected with the coming 
election one important proposal 
Jiaa been Idyl sight of by most 
voters. This is a proposal to amend 
the constitution so as to relieve 
•lock holders in state banks of 
.double liability. 
At the present 


time if a person purchases stock 
in & state bank he assumes the 
obligation of paying an amount 
equal to his stock investment, 
Should the bank go into a receiv- 
er's -hands and the assets prove 
insufficient to pay all claims in 
full. If he invests in a national 
bank he assumes no such liability. 
At one time he did, bOt the fed- 
eral government no longer write* 
that into the contract as a part 
of the law. The law has been re- 
pealed. 


During the last 16 or 18 year« 


' five or six hundred atate bank* 
have gone out of existence. Their 
places have not been taken by na- 
tional banks,- save In a few cases, 
because capital requirements for 
the latter are larger than good 
judgment 
dictate* Khali be< In- 


vested. The result Is that a large 
number of towns in the state ca- 
pable of supporting a- small bank 
are without these necessary ad- 
juncts of trade. So long aa th« 
double liability exists it Is diffi- 
cult to interest either local or out- 
side capital, as WAS once easily 
possible. Repeal of double liability, 
it- is held, -would attract invest- 
ment on the part of citizens of 
substance who now are not inter- 
ested because in addition to pay- 
ing assessments to keep a bank 
from failing they are still liable 
on their stock. 


The main purpose of the double 


liability provision was to give 
added protection to the depositor. 
Double liability has disappeared 
entirely with respect to national 
banks and largely with state banks 
because jnost of the latter as well 
as all of the former are insured 
by the federal deposit insurance 
corporation. That Is why the na- 
tional bank stockholder is no 
longer held to the old liability. 


In practice the double liability 


proved a poor reed upon which to 
lean for deposit protection. By the 
time a receiver could lawfully en- 
force the stock liability, it was 
found that cither the stockholder 
had suffered impoverishment along 
with the bank or had transferred 
his property. Estimates based on a 
group of receiverships examined 
shows that only about a third of 
this liability has been collectible. 


Repeal of the constitutional pro- 


vision would place state banks on 
an equality with national banks in 
this respect. It would not prevent 
future legislatures from 
taking 


similar or other measures for de- 
sired or necessary protection of 
depositors. It would permit future 
legislatures to change this liabil- 
ity, if continued by a legislative 
act, so aa to meet changing con- 
ditions from time tc time. 


THE STRACHEY CASE. 


The barring of John Strachcy, 


British communist, from landing 
in America where he proposed to 
lecture on the virtues of that form 
of government, has aroused the 
derisive scorn of those among us 
who claim to hold most dear the 
right of an individual to freedom 
of expression. 
An examination 


of the constitution will disclose to 
inquiring minds, if they do not 
already know it, that it contains 
no unrestricted guaranty of free- 
dom, of speech. It docs not even 
permit an individual to speak the 
truth unless he does it with good 
motives and for justifiable ends 
It holds every individual liable be- 
fore the criminal and civil law 
for his utterances. The reasons 
Are obvious. 


Those who »ay that Strachey 


should be free' to attack the demo- 
cratic form of government hero if 
he wishes to do «o and to seek to 
convince us that we should change 
that form, overlook one thing, and 
that U that they are arguing; that 
UKM* who believa • In democracy 
•houM frc«l7 accord • right that 


hi dMAOcnwy to * nwui 


who proposes to argue for a sys- 
tem of government that denies 
that right. It takes a lot of nerve 
for a foreigner to come to this 
country and under the shadow of 
the right of freedom of speech de- 
mand a privilege that is denied 
citizens of this country In those 
nations where communism, fas- 
cism and nazism arc in operation. 


The facts of history dispute the 


contention that these are harm- 
less agitators. 
What led Neville 


Chamberlain to say that England 
would emerge from a war as a left 
socialist country? The fact is that 
England ,has allowed full freedom 
of utterance to those who demand 
that form of government. What in- 
duced Germany and Italy to swing 
to the authoritarian form ? Full 
freedom to those who wanted it to 
loose the floods of demagogiiery 
upon a discouraged and shaken 
peoples. 


AH three of the political dogmas 


.hat control the continent of Eu- 
•opo preach force against the citi- 
zen. 
We have used force to bar 


Strachey from a land in which he 
s not a citizen; he doesn't seem 
;o like it. 


FOOT IN THE DOOR. 


The United States has thrust its 


foot in the open door to China in 
an effort to prevent its closing by 
Japan. The state department has 
delivered a rather forceful note to 
.he Japanese. It 
warns 
them 


against 
"unwarranted 
Interfer- 


ence" with 
American rights In 


China. It voices a demand for the 
radltional "open door" policy. It 
s this note that is the wedge or 
>utthrust shoe that prevents the 
door being closed 
tight 
at this 


ime. 


Unofficial 
foreign affairs ex- 


perts suggest three steps the gov- 
irnment might 
take. It 
might 


>lace restrictions on the trade of 
Tapanese 
merchants 
with 
the 


American market; 
it might de- 


nounce the commercial' treaty of 
I'&ll, which provides for equality 
of business opportunity for Ameri- 
cans in Japan and Japanese In this 
country; It might also place Japan 
on the United States economic 
)lacklist, preventing that country 
'rom obtaining the benefit of tar- 
iff concessions. 


As long aa this is as far as the 


idministratlon goes, the public will 
not feel great concern. The public 
n general la not greatly worried 
about- our trade in the orient. The 
country cannot afford to lose any 
of It, to bo sure, times being as 
;hey are, but if it will do any good 
.o put pressure on Japan by this 
method, tho public will not com- 
plain. The peo'ple as a whole are 
willing to make some sacrifice, not 
so much for business interests in 


Ihina, Standard Oil and the rest, 
nit, because of the chastening cf- 
!ect tho process will have on, the 
military minded Japs. 


As long, then, as the administrn- 


ion does, not go any farther than 
itlHzatlon of these peaceful de- 
vlcea, Its policy will not meet with 
jreat objection. What tho public 
'cars is that the process cannot be 
stopped here. 


The American people have seen 


;tinboats operating miles up Chi- 
nese rivers, protecting property 
,here. It has seen other militarist 
demonstrations In the orient which 
promise 
nothing 
but 
serious 


rouble. 


The public Ig not exactly ready 


to use military force in the orient. 
The prize la not worth tho price, 


•utting our foot in the door Is ail 
•fght as long as we have sense 
enough to pull It out again if keep- 
ng the door open means war. 


The French government, glory- 


ng in the peace that Chambcr- 
ain has brought to Franco, is 
framing pacts which it hopes to 
enter into with Germany and Italy. 
The new 
French 
policy which 


Daladicr 
is 
framing calls 
for 


friendly relations with its nelgh- 
jors and concentration on tho de- 
velopment of its 
empire. What 


France is trying to do, briefly, 
is to keep her place in Europe 
thru accords with Italy and Ger- 
many, based on close co-operation 
with Britain. There is only one 
cloud on this picture, the price 
France must pay. If events of the 
last few years give any indication, 
that price will be high indeed. 


The Chinese government is run- 


ning into internal difficulties with 
its policy, voluntarily or involun- 
tarily, of giving ground and draw- 
ing the Japanese forces out over 
more and more territory. Some 
Chinese leaders regard this policy 
as a mistake. They would continue 
to fight and resist every foot the 
Jap's advanced Into the country. 
The Chinese have made some at- 
tempt at resistance with no great 
success. The Impetuous leaders 
may be mistaken in their theory 
of the proper tactics. 


In the mtddlewest at least, the 


number of persons on WPA shrank 
during September. The number put 
to work was smaller than tho num- 
ber released from work, Regional 
Director Hunter regards this as a 
very favorable si^n and it is, for 
surely the 
administration 
would 


not cause the rolls to shrink just 
preceding election, and an n result 
the decline is voluntary, caused by 


privatt employment. 


Several years ago C. Petrus 
Peterson had occasion to call on 
the secretary of the treasury in 
Washington. He desired to discuss 
a rule relating to 
liquid loans. 


He made the statement to the *ec- 
retary that the government was 
applying to banks in the agricul- 
tural west a. rule that worked very 
well on the Atlantic seaboard, but 
not so well where money turnover 
is not quite so rapid. The secretary 
was in no mood to discuss this 
subject and rather abruptly Inti- 
mated that the interview was over. 
"All 
right," 
said Mr. Peterson, 
"this Is not the end. Nebraska has 
a senator down here, a senator by 
the name of Norris, and I shall go 
over and see him." "No, don't do 
that," said the secretary, with 
much concern, "We'll talk this 
matter over now." The interview 
was continued with more satisfac- 
tion to Mr. Peterson. "And that," 
says Mr. Peterson, "is the' only 
time that Senator Norris ever did 
me any good." 


Business men 
In 
the smaller 


communities of the state are be- 
ing Interested In a constitutional 
amendment that would remove the 
requirement 
imposing- 
double 


liability on state bank 
stock- 


holders. It is pointed out that 
a great many small towns are 
without a banking institution and 
that In a few instances state banks 
are considering nationalizing, un- 
less they can get this relief. The 
law docs not impose a double lia- 
bility on the national bank stock- 
holders- 
Many 
buy 
stock 
in 


an effort to aid their community 
in securing a banking house. Many 
of these are not bankers, and have 
no more than a community interest 
in making the investment. It Is 
pointed out that a stockholder in 
mercantile concern, or a lumber 


or coal company, is not burdened 
with a double liability on his stock, 


may lose his investment but he 
not penalized because of that. 


Further, it is pointed out that de- 
positors have profited very little 
:hru the operation of the double 
liability law. 


At a dinner at the Cornhusker 


lotel Thursday evening, attended 
by about SO business men of Lin- 
coln, the sentiment expressed was 
almost unanimously in favor of 
removing this liability requirement. 
After that is done, the legislature 
may act aa wisdom dictates. It 
may still retain a liability, or it 
nay remove it altogether. One of 
:he plans suggested by bankers, 
;o further protect depositors of 
Danks, Is that all state banks be 
required to lay aside 10 percent 
of their earnings until such time 
as their surplus equals their capi- 
tal stock. They would not be per- 
mitted, under this plan, to pay 
dividends until the 10 percent had 
been laid asicw. 


MOKE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


The republican organization has 
appealed to the United States sen- 
ate committee .which has been as- 
signed to an investigation of politi- 
cal corruption practices. The re- 
publicans, struggling aking with- 
out an adequate campaign fund, 
are opposed by the democratic or- 
ganization, which has collected 
money from officers and jobhold- 
ers under the state and national 
administrations. They are making 
an offer to the committee to lay 
nformatloii In their possession re- 
lating to the misuse of political 
power in its hands. 


Altho the case from Omnlm in- 


volving the constitutionality of the 
antipickcting law was once on 
tho proposed call for the state su- 
preme *ourt, it haa not yet been 
irguecl. 
Attorneys on both sides 


asked, after the appeal had been 
filed by the convicted picket, that 
It be submitted to the full court of 
seven judges, which is his right 
where the constitutionally of an 
act Is challenged. 
The death of 


hi of Justice Cess In August re- 
duced the number of judges to six. 
George H. Turner, clerk of the 
court, communicated with the at- 
.orncys and they replied they pre- 
"erred to wait until the new jus- 
.ice elected took his scat, Qov. 
Cochran having decided that there 
was no reason for filling: the four 
month vacancy by appointment. 


The legal controversy over the 


substitution of municipal court for 
-he justice of the peace courts of 
Lancaster county has been a long 
drawn out affair.

Produce houses have taken ad- 


vantage of the changed situation 
and send their own trucks out to 
the small tov.-ns loaded with sugar

They con charge for the sugar 
haul whatever they please or make 
no charge at all, because their 
Lrucks had to make the route any- 
way.

the haul. A number haVe already 
been forced out of business by 
reason of this practice. 


FOOTNOTES. 


Some time ago the city library 


board, following the suggestion of 
the expert from the national li- 
brary association called in to in- 
dicate what betterments might be 
made, adopted a schedule of pay 
for staff members based upon ex- 
perience and library school train- 
ing that represented substantial 
increases for most of them. Now it 
finds !hat having thus certified to 
the capability of the staff members 
these are being repeatedly at- 
tracted to other cities nncl to fed- 
eral agencies that pay higher sal- 
aries. The BHlnry neherlinc now In 
force is about the average of li- 
braries of like size and Impor- 
tance, but larger libraries with 


more funds at their disposal, look- 
ing for assistants, keep raiding 
their staffs apparently on the as- 
sumption that they are just the 
type of trained persons they seek. 


"No, I wouldn't want to live In 
anything resembling a dormitory," 
said a Lincoln professional woman, 
who like most of her age and oc- 
cupation, keeps up an apartment. 
"Business girls are too mature, to

WASHINGTON.—Inadvertently 


perhaps, 
but 
nevertheless 
not 


without considerable significance, 
President Roosevelt has opened up 
the whoje subject of the conduct 
of commissions as well as congres- 
sional committees with respect to 
rules of evidence. 


The president objects to the fact 


that the Dies committee of th< 
house of representatives invest! 
gating un-American activities has 
not been governed by rules of evi- 
dence. He said, for Instance, in 
his public statement this week: 


"Mere opinion evidence has been 
barred in court since the Ameri- 
can system of legislative and ju- 
dicial procedure was started." 


But has it? Take, for instance, 


the national labor relations act, 
usually called the Wagner act. It 
was signed by President Roosevelt 
himself, and contains a provision 
with respect to proceedings grow- 
ing out of complaints of "unfair 
labor practice" as follows: 


"In any such proceeding, the 
rules 
of evidence prevailing in 


courts of law or equity shall not 
be controlling." 


This has been one of the chief 
sources of friction between the la- 
bor board and its critics. Hear- 
say and opinion are not only in- 
cluded, but a trial examiner Is per- 
mitted In his report to give his 
"impressions" of the credibility of 
witnesses. The procedure of the la- 
bor board is naturally in conform- 
ity with the language of the stat- 
ute, so no blame aAaches to the 
board for carrying out the law as 
written by congress and approved 
by the president. 


Mr. Roosevelt's solicitude 
for 


persons who are mentioned in con- 
gressional hearings is very much 
in line with the complaints that 
have been heard for years about 
the way investigating committees 
injure the reputation of persons 
and yet are not amenable to any 
libel laws. 


If the president's interest has 
been awakened to the point of 
considering what Is or what is not 
a fair hearing for the citizen or 
fair treatment by a governmental 
body, especially with respect to 
"mere opinion" or hearsay., evi- 
dence, he will find in the proposals 
to amend the Wagner act some 
interesting suggestions. 
Thus, 
John Lord O'Brian, noted attor- 
ney who happens just now to be 
running on the republican ticket 
in New York state against Sen- 
ator Wagner, but who previous 
to this campaign has been liberal 
enough and able enough to be one 
of the chief attorneys for the gov- 
ernment in the TVA cases, had 
this to say a few nights ago in a 
public address bearing on this very 
point: 
"There is no fair hearing- pro- 
vided in this statute (the Wagner 
act.) What is the method pre- 
scribed 1 The national labor- board 
files a complaint with itself. To 
hear and try out the complaint, 
the board appoints a trial exam- 
iner whose salary Is paid by It. 
It designates one of Its own law- 
yers to prosecute the case. The 
trial examiner holds a hearing or 
trial and later reports his recom- 
mendations to the board. The 
board itself then reviews the rec- 
ord and makes the final decision 
upon the complaint originally filed 
by it, prosecuted by it, and heard 
by its trial examiner. 
"If there is any substantial evi- 


dence which will support its de- 
cisions qn the facts, the findings 
of the board as to these facts are 
binding upon the courts. In some 
fields of departmental government 
Involving 
purely 
administrative 


questions, arguments might 
be 


made for justifying this type of 
procedure, but not in cases of the 
character arising under the labor 
act, where fundamental questions 
of human right and even of hu- 
man liberty are constantly in- 
volved. These issues are very dif- 
ferent In character from 
those 
dealt with by the so-called quasi- 
judicial bodies like" the interstate 
commerce commission. They con- 
cern human relations. As the 
spokesmen of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor have pointed out, 
they are 
judicial questions of 


grave character and import." 


The A. F. of L. In Its recent con- 


vention announced advocacy of 
certain procedural 
changes, but 


not a word has come from the 
president about vthem, even tho 
they relate to fair hearings. Nor 
has the president indicated that 
the rule which he wants ths Dies 
committee to follow by barring 
"mere opinion evidence" may now, 
with his consent, be written as an 
amendment to the Wagner law.

method or means of causing either 
a deposit of fat or flesh In a par- 
ticular place or removing fat or 
flesh from one portion of the body 
without affecting the fat or flesh 
elsewhere. But then, I don't believe

[f you are susceptible to persua- 
sion there are plenty of charlatans 
who are willing to show you, at 
your expense, that they can bake, 
massage, 
burn, dissolve, -break 


down or otherwise get the fat off 
or on wherever you want It off or 
on. I'm telling you, without obliga- 
tion on your part, that It can't be 
done. You pays your mohey anfl 
takes your choice.

Part in Peace of Munich 


Compared to Partition 


in 1870.

The adage that 


history repeats itself will hav 
ample justification in France if 
Premier Daladler turns the na 
tion's energies away from a fight 
to lead Europe to aalvation in her 
vast colonial empire. Once before 
France 
abandoned 
her fight to 
lead in European power politics 
to find recovery and union out- 
side the continent. 
After the disastrous war with 
Prussia in 1S70, a divided anc 
shaken France won the world's 
second largest colonial empire and 
prosperity m the 40-odd years 
fore the World war. 
T iday, altho Daladier stoutly de- 
nies it, many French commenta- 
tors 
have compared the French 
part in the peace at Munich which 
partitioned Czechoslovakia to the 
battle of Sedan m 1870. In that 
battle France's power was broken 
before the growing strength of 
Germany. 
Daladier's 
speech 
before the 
radical socialist part> conference 
Thursday was not taken to mean 
that France would give up her 
present ro!e in Europe,—of seek- 
ing peace understandings with her 
neighbors. 
In the years following 187.0 she 
played an active part in the con- 
cert of continental powers. 
But 
she abandoned her historic policy 
of fighting 
to be dominant 
in 
European 
leadership 
to recover 
and develop her strength outside 
the continent, because Germany's 
power made it difficult to recover 
and devel op 
that 
strength 
In 
Europe. 
Massive rearmament in Europe 
followed the 1870 
defeat. 
Dala- 
dier has pressed for massive re- 
armament today. 
Whereas the years that followed 
the Sedan defeat were engaged in 
conquering and building colonies 
a similar 
French 
policy today 
would seek economic development 
of those lands. 
In Europe, 
45,000,000 
French- 
men compare with nearly CO,000.- 
300 Germans.

tion is extremely 
difficult 
for 
Prance unless she has other con- 
tinental allies to back her up. 
But there are 65.000.000 popu-

failed to develop markets for her 
industry in the colonies and has 
neglected them as sources of sup- 
plies.

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MURPHY VICTORY IS 


REGARDED AS VITAL 


Importance of Michigan Race 
' Explains President's Un- 


usual Endorsement.

W A S H I NGTON.—The 
presi- 


dent would never take an elephant 
gun to Xill a donkey, or issue an 
elaborate public statement merely 
to refute a Dies committee wit- 
ness. His eager defense of Gov. 
Frank Murphy of Michigan needs 
explanation. 
The explanation is fairly sim- 
ple. To the president and his new 
dealers, the re-election of Frank 
Murphy in Michigan is just as 
crucially important as the re- 
election of Herbert Lehman in 
New York. Murphy is the only 
well Known public official outside 
of Washington whom the new 
dealers accept as a 100 percent 
true believer. He is on terms of 
the closest intimacy with most of 
them, from the president down. 
And hia victory is vital, because 
he symbolizes the kind of demo- 
cratic leadership for which the 
new dealers fought in the purge. 
Add that the new dealers have 
received pessimistic reports from 
Michigan, where Murphy is given 
an edge, but only a very slight 
one, 
and the reason is clear for 
the ringing presidential indorse- 
ment of Murphy. 


McKinley's Ghost. 


Under 
normal circumstances, 
Murphy would have an easy time 
with his republican opposition in 
spite of Michigan's traditional re- 
publicanism. The republican gu- 
bernatorial nominee is a bumbling 
old guardsman, Frank D. Fitz- 
gerald, who has already served an 
undistinguished term as governor 
and was licked by Murphy in 1936. 
Fitzgerald's chief backer is Frank 
McKay, an enterprising politician 
of Polish extraction, whose history 
would throw the calmest good 
government league into a fit of 
hysterics. 
McKay and his ally, Edward 
Barnard, of Detroit, have mar- 
shaled the broken winded hacks of 
the old time republican machine 
Into a paunchy, cigar smoking 
army, which would never fight at 
all If the commissariat were not 
BO well Supplied by 
Michigan's 
labor hating business. In fact, the 
Michigan republicans have ignored 
the exciting examples of their col- 
leagues in New York, Massachu- 
setts and Ohio. They are still try- 
ing to beat Franklin Roosevelt 
witri the ghost c£ William Me- 
Kinley. 
But there are two additional 
factors which change the balance 
of the situation. The first is the 
sitdown strikes. Leaving1 on one 
aide all the moral arguments, the 
strikes scared the pants off the 
farmers 
and the middle class. 
There is same evidence that the 
motor manufacturers themselves 
warned Governor Murphy against 
strong measures. After all, Gen- 
eral Motors' Chevrolet sales would 
not have been improved if machine 
guns had been turned on the sit- 
downers in the Flint plant. But 
the Michigan middle class un- 
doubtedly blames Murphy f o r 
weak handling of the sitdowns. 
The Second 
factor 
working 
against Murphy is even more in- 
teresting, the democrats' 
intra- 
party struggle did not end with 
the purge. The new dealer, Mur- 
phy, i» the victim of the hatred 
of 
the 
organization 
democrats, 
just aa the new dealers tried to 
make organization democrats their 
victims in the purge. 
The 
leader of the Michigan 
democratic 
organization 
is the 
state high way commissioner, Mur- 
ray Van Waggoner, a shrewd, ge- 
nial, youngish man 'whom Jim 
Farley esteems highly. Thru the 
highway department, Van Wag- 
goner controls far more patronage 
than any other Michigan official. 
And he has shown the greatest 
reluctance Lo put his men behind 
Murphy. He will act in secret if 
he acts at all, but, if he finally 
decides to risk stabbing Murphy 
in the back, the wound Is likely 
to prove mortal. 
Furthermore, Van Waggoner's 
attitude only reflects the feelings 
of the entire paity organization in 
the state. Murphy has made him- 
self bitterly unpopular with the 
pap and patronage; boys, partly 
by parading hip intellectual new 
dealism, partly by an 
irritating 
theatrical manner, and partly by 
insisting on such aids to good gov- 
ernment as a decent civil service 


Brother Hall and Others. 


A few weeks ago, Murphy's 
prospects were far worse. 
Fac- 
' tional strife in the automobile 
workers 
union 
threatened 
the 
unity of his labor support. The 
president's brother-in-law, G. Hall 
Roosevelt, capriciously attempted 
a stop Murphy movement, which 
might have got somewhere if the 
president hadn't asserted himself, 
and Fitzgerald had not had time 
to exercise his talent for putting 
his foot in his mouth. Today, the 
issue is still doubtful. If Murphy 
loses in the end, the new dealers 
will be thoroly punch drunk.

A six mile 
a minute war plane is the army's 
Immediate aiuwer to European ri- 
valry for speed supremacy in the 
air. A 360 mil* {light in 61 minutes 
from Dayton, O., to Buffalo, N. ¥., 
Thursday by Lieut. Benjamin S. 
Kelsey lifted the wraps from a 
pursuit ship about which the air 
corps previously had little to say. 
The plane, the Curtiss P-37, al- 
ready has passed the experimental 
stage. An Initial squadron of 13 
ordered last December soon will be 
delivered, officials said. Without 
halting to gloat over the P-37, the 
army intends to announce !n a few 
days another and presumably even 
faster plane. Designated the P-40. 
It is an experimental job, and most 
details will not be disclosed for the 
present. 
Both Germany and Great Bri- 
tain have combat planes for which 
they have boasted even greater 
speed than that attained by the 
P-37.

This week the international les- 


sons diverge from the study of 
the Ten Commandments to permit 
recognition of International Tem- 
perance Sunday, and to provide a 
consideration of "Personal Rights 
and Where They End." 
This an- 


niversary is a reminder of the 
world-wide unity of the forces of 
religion and righteousness. It is 
educational to recall that in Scan- 
dinavia and Great Britain and 
South Africa and Australia there 
are agencies for 
society's 
up- 
building which are quite as deeply 
concerned and as efficient as any 
in the United States and Canada. 
Godliness is fighting on a world 
front. 


And everywhere morality is tan- 
gled up with politics. 
We can- 
not study the old question of per- 
sonal rights without coming upon 
the ominous truth that today in 
whole 
nations 
personal 
rights 
have been largely extinguished. 
The totalitarian state, w i t h 
its "grim menace to human per- 
sonality, is a creation of the pres- 
ent generation. It is a new issue 
with which the whole world must 
grapple, 
"Rugged individualism" 
is on trial for its life. 
Any con- 
sideration of the theme of per- 
sonality nfiast take into account 
this larger phase of the situation. 
These are days 
for 
thought. 
Everybody must sit on the inquls- 
This duty may not be 
Editorials and cam- 


it or rs seat, 
delegated, 
paign speeches abound in advice; 
but each of us must make hia own 
decisions, formulate his own phil- 
osophy, steer his own course.) In- 
dependent thinking is the first ev- 
idence of personality. If German, 
Italian and Russian citizens once 
determine to think for themselves, 
the totalitarian state is doomed. 
And if all of us do the same in 
the realm of morals, the ancient 
and vexatious question of intem- 
perance will come near to solu- 
tion. But it takes real and con- 
scious and deliberate thought; and 
most of us are lazier in 
our 
thought processes than in 
any 
other function of life. 


A Paradox of the Times. 


In this matter of personality, 
the currents flow two ways. 
Po- 
litically, the tide runs strongly 
toward the submergence of the 
individual and his rights. Rule by 
the state is superseding the initi- 
ative of the common man. 
The 
day's mood is to shift responsi- 
bility to the government. 
This 


tendency has reached its zenith 
in Germany and Italy, where in- 
dividual thought and speech and 


action have been practically sub- 
merged. 
On the other hand, in the realm 


of morals, we have come to a "do- 
as-you-please" era. 
"Obey that 
impulse" has become more sacred 
to myriads than the Ten Com- 
mandments. 
Whatever the heuit 


of man desires, that ho does, heed- 
less of consequences. 
Personal 
morality has been at a horrify- 
ingly low ebb, especially amidst 
the postwar 
generation. 
Chas- 
tity, truthfulness, law observance, 
and social responsibility have been 
treated as lightly as the whim 
of a summer day. Business ethics 
have been revealed to be upon 
as low a level as political disinter- 
estedness. 
Tins state of affairs 
must give «very good citizen 
pause.. 
For mi ordei^d society 
cannot be maintained on the basis 
of "Every man for himself, and 
the devil take the hindmost." 


Lake Walden a Picnic Resort. 
We 
must 
guard 
ourselves 
against too sweeping 
criticism. 


The evidence of the ills of our 
time is thrust constantly before 
our eyes, while the sturdy vir- 
tues stand unheeded in the back- 
ground. There are more churches 
than night clubs in New York 
City; yet we read daily of the 
night clubs and seldom hear of 
the churches. 
The good citizens 


of the lalid fur outnumber the 
bad and the careless. 
The bulk 
of our population is law abiding, 
neighborly and God-fearing. They 
should be more vocal and insistent 
upon their fair claims to consid- 
eration. 
It is in the country that per- 
sonality comes to its fullest ex- 
pression. 
The law of the city is 
conformity. Mrs. Grundy is queen, 
of every urban center. The nearer 
to nature we get the better the 
opportunity for one's real self to 
develop. 
Thoreau went to Lake 
Walden to live his own life. Per- 
haps it is significant that Lake 
Walden, Henry Thoreau's retreat, 


once tlio homa of wlitude, is to- 
tiny ft picnic resort. Still abide* 
the need of society for more Thor- 
eaus and fewer picnickers. 


Th« Price of Personality. 


A baby's life is entlrtly ego- 
centered. It knows nothing, ami 
cares nothing, for anything but 
its own wants. 
But us a baby 
grows into childhood and ado- 
lescnce and maturity, it finds its 
self interest conditioned by rela- 
tionships. 
It must recognize the 
rights of others. It can no longer 
either do as it pleases or offend 
the pai* of the household by cry- 
ing. 
Social obligation lays 
its 
shong hand even upon the most 
primitive group. 
Some of the current cliches are 
simply unworkable. "1 want to 
live my own life," cries rebellious 
youth. 
But it cannot, unless it 
become a Robinson Crusoe; and 
even the versatile Robinson found 
himjpelf constrained by his live- 
stock, his unknown enemies, and 
by his man Friday. Everybody is 
dependent upon other persons for 
his food, his work, his pleasures. 


The prob'em confronting eacli 
person is how to maintain Inde- 
pendence of character, and free- 
dom ' of life, within the compass 
of essential relationships. 
The 
price of personality is respect for 
the personality and rights of ev- 
erybody else. 
"Personal liberty," 
in the use of liquor or anything 
else, must have regard for others 
with equally sacred rights to per- 
sonal liberty. 
"The strength of the wolf is the 


pack; 


The strength of the pacfc is the 
wolf." 


Living by Royal Law. 


Clear, repeated and insistent Is 
the 
New Testament's 
teaching 


upon selfishness versus otherism. 
Perhaps the royal law of life is 
most explicitly set forth In Paul's 
declaration aa to the purpose of 
of the death of Jesus Christ: "He 
died for all, that they which live 
should no longer live unto them- 
selves.1'

POLISH JEWS THE 


TARGET IN BERLIN 


Routed From Their Beds in 


Nationwide Roundup for 


Deportation. 


BERLIN.' 
(.*>>. 
Police routed 
hundreds of Polish Jews f i om 
their beds in a nationwide roundup 
and hustled them to police bar- 
racks for 
detention, possibly a 
prelude to deportation. The round- 
up was believed ordered because 
German authorities fearft.1 Polish 
Jews, especially those who have 
Hvetl In Germany for many years, 
would be declared by the Polish 
government to be Poles no longer 
under a law which is to become 
effective Oct. 30. Thus Germany 
seized this last minute to dump 
them on Polish soil. 
The Polish embassy in Berlin 
immediately consulted police au- 
thorities regarding the raids. Pol- 
ish authorities explained that the 
new Polish law requires examina- 
tion of all cases of Poles living 
abroad to determine to what ex- 
tent they still should be considered 
Polish citizens. 
Berlin authorities were silent re- 


garding the sudden raids, but It 
was indicated similar sorties were 
carried out in many German cities. 
No estimate of the number of 
Jews involved was given. It was 
believed they numbered several 
hundred in Berlin aloi\e. Jewish 
circles estimated that some 4,000 
to 0,000 individuals would be af- 
fected. Only men were held. Hun- 
dreds of Jewish women lined up 
outside two Berlin police barracks, 
hoping to see their relatives,

A 171,000 JUDGMENT 


Albion 
Bank Stockholders 


Held Liable on Agree- 


ment Guaranty. 


The judgment obtained "in Boone 


county for $70,985 by the state 
banking department against 
of* 


fleers and stockholders of the 
failed Fanners • State bank 
of 


Albion was affirmed Friday by 
the supreme court in an opinion 
by Judge Eberly. 
The judgment 


was based on an agreement signed 
in 1931 by defendants that if per- 
mitted to continue the bank in 
business for the purpose of liqui- 
dation, they would guarantee pay- 
ment in full of all creditors and 
depositors. 
Times became more 
desperate and after three years' 
effort to perform the task under- 
taken, the bank was closed by the 
department. After the department 
had liquidated the bank there was 
due creditors and depositors the 
sum of 995,821, but the district 
court cut the amount for which 
the signers had obligated 
them- 
selves to (70,985. 
The court held that the instru- 
ment provided for an absolute, 
not a conditional, guaranty of the 
bank's creditors in d e f i n i t e 
amounts at a time certain. The 
defendants claimed it was not to 
become binding until signed by 
all stockholders, but the court 
says no such condition appears. 
In addition the unexplained de- 
ay for three years, during which 
the bank continued to function 
under the terms of this obligation 
without objection, protest or dis- 
sent on the part of any of the 
appellants, is held to have oper- 
ated as a waiver of this defense 
f it ever existed. 
Existence of 
he guaranty was alao widely ad- 
vertised. 
The department, relying on the 


contract, permitted defendants to 
continue to have the bank open, 
and the court says it has ample 
egal powers to enforce its provi- 
^iona. It was never advised of the 
present claims of defendants, and 
not chargeable with notice thereof.

Excessive noise day in and day 
out over many months may cause 
deafness. Excessive noise may also 
cause disturbances of the nervous 
system. 
Several years ago an investiga- 


tor placed mice on the floor af a 
factory where hot steel bars were 
hammered into scythes. After 20 
days of this noise, the mice began 
to show a breakdown of their hear- 
ing apparatus. In eight months 
they were completely deaf. 
Observations with humans have 


revealed that in certain factories 
where there is a great deal of 
noise, many workers are often 
found to have bad hearing- In fact, 
it has been said that as many as 
half of the workers under 30 years 
of age in these noisy places may 
have some hearing defects. 
Noise not only affects the hear- 
ing but it may also have other in- 
jurious effects on health, since it 
may cause loss of sleep, over- 
tiredness and emotional disturb- 
ances. 


May Also be Felt. - 


A noise may be so loud that it is 


felt as well as heard. Sound is 
measured in what is known as 
decibels (des i-bels). A noise of 
90 decibels, which is about the 
sound produced by a pneumatic 
drill, is definitely harmful to the 
human ear. 
However, continued 
exposure to noises which are even 
less loud than this may have a 
harmful effect. 


A study made of 75 smiths and 
machinists showed that 40 precent 
were definitely hard of hearing. 
Boilermakers also have been stud- 
ied and it has been found that the 
majority 
of them had hearing 


trouble, too. 
Very sudden noises, such as ex- 
plosions, are particularly danger- 
ous to the ear drums and the bony 


structures of the middle part of 
the ear. Thickening of the ear 
drum may also interfere with the 
hearing. If noisy work is per- 
formed in closed apace it is likely 
to be more harmful than if it is 
done in the open air. 


Effect on Difle*t!on. 


Noise, according to some work- 


ers, may have a serious effect on 
the normal digestion. It has been 
shown that a noise of 60 decibels 
lessened the movement and secre- 
tions of the stomach. A noise of 
from 80 to 90 decibels caused a 
one-third decrease in the number 
of stomach contractions per min- 
ute. It has also been found that a 
noise as loud as 60 decibels or 
more cut down the amount of sa- 
liva formed in the mouth by about 
one-half, and also reduced the flow 
of juices in the stomach. 


Much noise is unnecessarily pro- 
duced by the needless blowing of 
horns on automobiles, the opera- 
tion of loud radios and keeping 
noisy animals. The noise in fac- 
tories may be the result of worn 
out equipment. 
Many modern offices, are made 
noisy by the use of typewriters and 
other machines which are not ef- 
ficient, and which are old. The use 
of silent or noiseless office equip- 
ment would reduce much of this 
noise and thus aid in protecting 
the health of the workers. Sound- 
proof material on walls and ceil- 
ings also is helpful. The use of 
wax, cotton, or soft rubber • ear 
plugs by those working in noisy 
places may be helpful. 
Persons should bear in mind the 
health hazards of noise and do 
their best to help eliminate it. Do- 
ing so will pay many times over in 
more efficient work, less sickness 
and fewer mistakes.

Morgenthau and Budget 
Director Bell in conferences with 
the president from now until the 
end of the year on preparation of 
the president's annual budget mes- 
sage to congress.

Little more than a week 
remains before millions of voters 
will choose 35 senators and 432 
house members Novl 8, but the 
closing rallies will have as much 
red fire and j>ointing-with-pride 
as all the political gatherings of 
the. previous month.

south, where few democrats have 
opposition, are the public plat- 
forms fairly free of candidates.

day night, when President Roose- 
velt will deliver a radio speech 
from Hyde Park, N. Y. Hia ad- 
dress Is expected to be primarily 
In behalf of the New York demo- 
cratic ticket, ii It ho many politi- 
cians believe he will make 
his 


theme sufficiently general to in- 
terest voters In all states. . 


Republicans have marsh tiled a i 


corps of speakers that includes 
both former President Hoover and 


Alfred M. Landon, 
presidential 


candidate in 1936. Hoover will 
make the last of a series of three 
political 
addresses in Spokane, 


Wash.. Nov. S. Republican Chair- 
man John Hamilton has finished 
a swing thru Ohio, scene of heated, 
senatorial and gubernatorial con- 
tests. 
He has scheduled several 


addresses in other states. 


Most active among the demo- 


cratic cabinet speakers has been 
Secretary Wallace, whose program 
for bolstering farm prices has been 
the subject of republican criticism 
in the farm states. 


Republican spokesmen review- 


ing the general situation contended 
they had better than an even 
chance to win governorships in 
Iowa, 
Pennsylvania. 
Massachu- 
setts. Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Colorado 
and 
Oregon. 
They 


claimed at least even chances of 
victory in. New York, Conecticut, 
Kansas and Rhode Island. All 12 
states now have democratic .gov- 
ernors. 


Democratic leaders not only dis- 


puted these predictions but ex- 


pressed hope of defeating repub- 
lican governors in Maryland and 
California. 
They privately con- 


ceded the loss of perhaps 25 housa 
seats, against republican claims ot 
75 to 80 additional seats.

MRS. ROHDE TELLS OF 


DANISH PLAN SUCCESS 


Says 
Co-operatives 
There 


Working on Fundamental 


Economic Law. 


A people with their feet on the 
toil, their eyes on the stars, who 
have learned that liberty is not 
standing alone. This was Ruth 
Bryan Owen Rohde's description 
of Denmark for more than 5,000 
people in the university coliseum 
Thursday night. 
Her 
speech, 
"Democracy 
at 


Work in Denmark," climaxed the 
second day of the N. S. T. A. con- 
vention here. Registration of the 
First district teachers was 4.075 
, at 6 p m., an all time record. 
Terming her speech a "travel- 


" er's 
view" 
o£ 
Denmark, Mrs. 
Rohde declared her glimpse of the 
country as U. S. foreign minister 
had brought her to the cross roads 
of civilization. 
"Fascism offers one thing, com- 
munism another, but these people 
by their co-operative effort 
are 
putting into practice what our 
. forefathers taught us, that gov- 
ernment should be for, by and of 
the people." 


Mrs. 
Rohde was introduced by 
Dean F. E. Henzlik of the uni- 
versity teachers college faculty, 
who said, "We are deeply indebted 
to her both for properly interpret- 
ing us to Denmark and Denmark 
to us.' Nebraska has had many 
eminent women who hava won in- 


~ ternational prominence for their 
contributions to art, science, liter- 
ature and government. Now we 
have these talents combined in a 
single 
personality. 
She 
is 
a 
speaker second only to her illus- 
trous father, 
William 
Jennings 
Bryan." 
Speaking without notes, and 
making frequent use of a dry, 
subtle humor which captivated the 
audience, Mrs. Rohde traced the 
history of the co-operative move- 
ment in Denmark and its effect 
on the national life. She illustrated 
the talk with insertions of per- 
sonal experiences both there and 
in the United States. 
"The 
co-operatives 
originated 
•oon after Denmark lost her war 
With Germany. 
She found she 
must reorganize her farm pro* 
ductlon for domestic and British 
consumption, since she had lost 
her biggest market. 
The Danes 
have a saying, 'What you lose on 
the outside you must make up on 
the inside,' and they have worked 
the 
procedure over and 
over 
again," she said 
Mrs. Rohde said she had ap- 
preciated her stay in Denmark be- 
cause it had allowed her to see the 
working of an apparently funda- 
mental economic law on a "small 
and understandable scale." 
"If we could get all our prob- 
lems—those of international 
fi- 
nance or packing the supreme 
court down to laboratory dimen- 
sions, or on a slide under a micro- 
scope, we might know what we are 
doing." 


"J tried to find the 'catch* • In 
the system," said Mrs. Rohde, "but 
X found none. I was worried about 
the middleman, who t 
thought 
must be displaced. But I found 


; that most of them found positions 
as man age n of retail and whole- 
Bale co-operatives. 
"I found ther* a system of pub- 
lic health with better medical care 
provided to more people at a lower 
' cost than la possible in this coun- 
try, and I did not detect anywhere 
any injustice to the medical pro- 
fession 


"To be sure, In order to finance 
these programs of better health, 
better education and the eradica- 
tion of unemployment, Denmark 
haa been farced to cut corners. 
Two years ago she gave up her 
steamship lines, and she has re- 
duced armaments steadily. 
"Today she is a counUy without 


adequate 
defense 
In 
Europe's 


armed camp. Now, however, the 
Danes are applying the co-oper- 
ative principle even to interna- 
tional affairs In the hope of keep- 
ing peace. They believe that no 
one nation alone can deal with 
war effectively. 
"Democracy in . Denmark Is a 


wholesale hearing of prayer by a 
government which is not purely 
mechanical." 


A dramatic moment, witnessed 
by but a few people, came immedi- 
ately after Mrs. Rohde's 
speech 


when she was Introduced to Coun- 
tess Alexandra Tolstoy who ad- 
dressed a university convocation 
Thursday morning. 
The two daughters recalled that 


their famous fathers had met in 
Leo Tolstoy's home in Russia in 
1904. W. J. Bryan was on his way 
to visit Csar Nicholas II 
with 


whom he had arranged a special 
audience. After talking with Tol- 
stoy for a few hours, Mr. Bryan* 
was so impressed by his philoso- 
phy that he telegraphed to Nich- 
olas, and broke the appointment. 


"I have a picture of your father 
and my father standing in 
the 
snow together," said Mrs. Rohde. 
Replied Countess Tolstoy: "I have 
one of your father riding my fa- 
vorite white horse. 
He was so 
arge and my pony so small that 
I thought surely the little animal 
would break under the load."

Resulted and Lows Must 


Be Drawn 


Under the findings of the su- 


preme court announced Friday by 
Judge pberly, C Edwin Swan 'and 
Jesse Sherm 
Bowker are just 


where they were when the litiga- 
tion betwen tnem began over the 
question of which was elected 
water commissioner for the city 
of Kearney at the April, 
1937 


election, 
Bowker 
was 
declared 


elected by a narrow majority by 
the canvassing board 
Swan en- 


teted a contest in county court 
and that tribunal found that when 
all 
the 
legal 
votes had 
been 


counted 
some having been re- 


jected on both sides by the elec- 
tion judges as improperly cast or 
marked, each had received the 
me number 
Following the law, the county 


judge ordered that they draw lots 
Both refused, and the court di- 
rected Sheriff Sear to make the 
drawing for them He drew Swan's 
lame and then Bov* ker appealed 
to the district court 
There the 


court held that Bowker had re- 
ceived 1,397 legal votes and Swan 
1391, and awarded the office to 
Bowker 
Now the supreme nourt 


holds that the vote was actually 
a tie and has remanded the case 
for 
further 
proceedings, which 


means a drawing by lot 


Nineteen ballots were challenged 


as void by the two men 
The su- 


preme court says seven of these 
should be rejected as not legal bal- 
lots, and gives nine of the re- 
mainder to Swan and thi ee to 
Bowker, leaving them tied at 1 396 
votes 
The court says students at 


the state teachers college at Kear- 
ney were competent voters where 
:hey have no fixed intention of re- 
turning to their pat ental homes 
after graduation and that the re- 
quirement of the Australian ballot 
law that the signatures of two 
judges of election shall be written 
on the back of each ballot to be 
used and that one not so endorsed 
shall be void and not counted is 
mandatory and not contrary to 
constitutional provisions

IN DEBT REMBff 


Last Year First Since- Start 


of Depression Free From 


Refunding. 


The city council Monday ap- 


proved a resolution calling $4,000 
of a Bethany refunding bond is- 
sue of 560,000 dated Jan. 1, 1926. 
Only the $4,000 Is optional at this 
time. This is in line with the new 
debt retirement program which 
became effective some months ago. 
The last fiscal year was the first 
since commencement of the de- 
pression 
when refunding 
bonds 
were not issued. It is a 12 point 
program, each point a year. Pur- 
pose being to retire, in 12 years, 
the 
present 
$961,803 
general 


bonded debt. It is proposed, if pos- 
sible, to get away from the re- 
funding business and to exercise 
options when and where possible— 
not to wish the indebtedness of 
one generation onto the next. 


On June 1, $2,000 of College 


View water refunding bonds will 
be called and also, during the 
summer, $10,000 of aviation bonds 
will be paid, leaving $35,000 of 
the original $100,000 issue. Last 
summer 
$13,000 of the College 


View refunding bonds were called 
which, with the $2,000 of Jan. 1, 
leaves $20,000 of that issue. 


In order to hasten the bond 


cleanup as rapidly as possible, the 
council, for the new fiscal year, 
levied 590,000 for bonds and inter- 
est, approximately $31,000 for in- 
terest. This does not include $25,- 
000 for building warrants. If the 
payoff continues at this rate the 
interest will drop each year and 
more will be available for retire- 
ment of principal. 


Next yem's levy will be the last 


for buildings and storm sewers, 
both being specially authorized 
ten year programs, $250,000 for

the neutrality law into one of the 
most powerful diplomatic weap- 
ons in existence by embargoing 
an aggressor nation without tak- 
ing similar action against a nation 
seing attacked HS now required 
under the law. 
State department and other of- 


ficials are preparing the plan, call- 
ing for sweeping changes which 
would put "teeth" into United 
States foreign policy. 
The pro- 


posals, after submission to the 
president, will be worked 
over 


with congressional leaders in an 
effort to clear the way for legis- 
lation 
amending the neutrality 


law at the next session of con- 
gress. 


Altho government officials were 


silent or denied that the proposals 
had any official status, it was 
learned that amendments under 
consideration 
included 
changes 


that would: 


1. Increase 
the 
discretionary 


power of the president in dealing 
with belligerent and with aggres- 
sor nations. 


2. Give the president power to 


nnme the aggressor in foreign con- 
flict and apply an embargo on 
that nation without also applying 
it to a nation being attacked. 
3. Empower the president to 


prohibit shipment of all war ma- 
terials to an aggressor nation. 


4. Include Canada in the list of 


I^atin American nations to which 
the act at present docs not apply.

"Following last Sunday's broad- 
cast," said the Royal Oak (Mich.) 
priest, "a vicious campaign of mis- 
representation, based upon fancy

Portland, Ore., the committee 


advocated "amendment and simpli- 
fication" of the federal farm act. 
adoption of a monetary policy that 
will assure an honest measure of 
value of reasonable permanency 
and reorganization of government 
agencies "where efficiency or econ- 
omy may be achieved." 
It resolved to "permit no legisla- 


tion to be adopted which will re- 
sult in either immediate or even- 
tual regimentation of the farmer" 
and voiced opposition to any "con- 
centration of authority or infringe- 
ment of state's rights." 


Self Determination. 


"We believe," said the platform, 


"in self determination by farmers, 
generally 
and 
in 
commodity 


groups, of their own program, and 
urge that in enactment of amend- 
ments to such legislation as the 
wages and hours law careful study 
be given to its effect upon agricul- 
ture." 


One plank advocated a require- 


ment that all trade treaties be sub- 
ject to senate ratification and that 
opportunity be given for "study 
of their provisions." It also advo- 
cated the barring of farm com- 
modity imports "if the net result 
adds to idle men or idle acreage or 
causes American products to be 
sold below cost of production."

County Taxpayer's

hold a two day session at Fre- 
mont next week. At that meeting 
many phases of state, county, 
school and municipal government 
will 
be 
discussed. 
Those 
in 


charge of the meeting have made 
an effort to secure the attendance 
6f a large number of members of 
the 
coming legislature. 
Every 


member has been invited and an 
afternoon program has been de- 
voted to the matter of legislation 
Senator A. L. Miller will be the 
presiding officer for that meeting 
and every member of the coming 
legislature will be given an oppor- 
tunity to be heard briefly. Each 
will be asked to give his views on 
any subject pertaining to good 
government and taxation. A num- 
ber of members of the legislature 
are on other programs as well. 


This organization has been giv- 


ing a careful study to the matters 
of state and county government. 
Efforts have been directed toward 
making the people of the state tax 
con&tous. It is held that a tax 
conscious citizenry will result in 
elimination' of many unnecessary 
costs of government.

has some drawbacks. He will ad- 
nit that the primary ballot is too 
ong 
in many 
instances, 
thus 


making for the confusion of the 
voters and gtvlrtg a familiar name 
an advantage over a less known 
name which may be possessed by 
a man of superior ability. 


As a remedy, Mr, Moore would 


ncrease the filing fee for primary 
candidates. In the case of sheriff, 
Tor instance, 
he 
would charge 


?100. 
Mr. Moore's suggestion, if 


put in effect, would shorten the 
aallot. 
A high filing fee would 


keep men from filing who would 
otherwise offer their names at the 
primary. And yet, while short,en- 
ng 
the ballot la desirable, 
the 


method I* objectionable. 


The requirement of a high filing 


fee is not in 
keeping with the 


spirit of democracy. It bars men 
who are not in a position to risk 
any such sum as $100 and cre- 
ates an opportunity for men who 
arc less qualified but who may 
have, the cnah ready to plunge on 
a vcntmc of this kind. 


The placement of a monetary 


bar in the way of filing is undemo- 
cratic. Any bur which is so high 
that

discourages 
filing 
by

better method of discouraging men 
from seeking 'office. 
One sugges- 


tion calls for a petition containing 
signatures of a substantial portion 
of tho population ns a pre-filing 
requirement. That device would bo 
no bar to the man with money 
who could employ petition circula- 
tors. Yet It would not completely 
bar the man without funds for he 
could circulate his own petitions 


anxious to run. 
It is Imperative that the best 


men 
for the office be induced^ to 


run. Possession of money is not a 
necessary qualification. Any mone- 
tary bar Is entirely inappropriate.

No 
difficulty irtas found in agreeing 
on the value of the newly planted 
wheat per acre, but a casual view- 
ing of the tract revealed that a 
strip, vrfrying; from a few feet to 
n few rods in width entirely around 
the field, had been "taken" by 
grasshoppers. In discussing this 
phase of the deal, the farmers de- 
cided 'that the grasshopper dam- 
age had already amounted to five 
acres. This means that almost as 
quickly as the new wheat was 
planted one-eighth of the crop was 
destroyed by those pests. The crop 
must pass thru the winter and 
into the next growing season. The 
new crop of grasshoppers of 1939 
will demand a part of the crop. 
What that damage will be depends 
upon 
a 
number of conditions, 


which cannot be predicted. It is 
quite possible that grasshoppers 
will take quite aa much of tho 
crop as the landlord's share. Grass- 
hoppers are not taxpayers.

unfortunately suffering from eye 
diseases not dealt with at the tra- 
choma center. 
The hospital, for 
Missouri citizens only, will be one 
of the two principal centers for 
the treatment of trachoma in the 
United States and the largest west 
of the Mississippi river. The only 
comparable institution, Dr. Smith 
said, is at Richmond. Ky., where 
lie state operates a hospital lent 
jy a medical society. 


The most advanced and virulent 


trachoma cases among white per- 
sons in the country are found In 
Missouri and Kentucky. Dr. Smith 
laid he has received scores of let-* 
.ers from trachoma sufferers in 
Arkansas, but is unable to treat 
them, and he does not know of 
any facilities for their care in that 
state.

joints of law, the conservatives in- 
side and outside congress have 
never championed that point of 
view. 
That is why they will be 


confronted with a serious dilemma

Valvular Incompetence. 


Provided the heart itself, con- 


isting mainly of involuntary mus- 
:le, is well nourished, that is, has 
in unhampered supply of blood 
hru the coronary arteries, and the 
ilood brings the quantity and qual- 
ty of nutriment required, nota- 
aly, among other essentials, 
suff- 


icient vitamin B complex and 
'itamln D, its functional efficiency 
ir competence to maintain good 
irculation under varying circum- 
stances of rest, work, play or 
tram, will depend upon the elate 


of the heart valves. 


It is not perversity nor a desire 


o make the problem more diffi- 
cult that causes me to inject the 
itamin B into 'a talk about heart 


efficiency. Whether there is a val- 
vular lesion or leakage, or not, 
recent observations by good clini- 
cians in large hospital wards have 
proved that habitual or prolonged 
deficiency of vitamin B complex 
and sunshine vitamin D must be 
considered a factor in. the crip- 
jling of the patient by loss of 
icart efficiency in the majority of 
cases. Patients who are compelled 
.o give up work and spend many 
weeks in bed or at rest because 
>f dilated heart or decompensa- 
tion ^f impairment of the capacity 
of the heart to maintain adequate 
circulation, recuperate In consider- 
ably shorter time and recover fit- 
ness td work if they receive extra 
arge rations of vitamin B com- 
plex and sunshine vitamin D dur- 
ng disability. By the same token, 
any one whose neart is so handi- 
capped, Is less -likely to 
Buffer 


'rom such loss of compensation or 
7rom cardiac dilation, if he or ehe 
gets enough of these vitamin every 
day. 


In order to understand what 


•alvular disease or incompetence 
or leakage means one must know 
.hat there are four chambers In. 
.he heart. These chambers are, as 
the blood circulates, first the left 
auricle into which freshly oxygen- 
ated or purified blood comes thru 
:he large pulmonary veins from 
the lungs. From the left auricle 
.he blood passes thru the mitral 
valve into the left ventricle during 
diastole in the interval between 
Jie contractions or beats of the 
heart. When the heart beats, the 
mitral valve closes, preventing re- 
turn of blood from the ventricle, 
an4 the blood is pumped out into 
the great artery or aorta thru the 
lortic valve. Following- this con- 
;ractlon or systole, during the rest 
nterval between contractions or 
dtastole,_the aortic valve is closed 
so no blood can return to the ven- 
ricle from the aorta, but instead 
the elasticity of the great artery 
propels the blood along thru the 
smaller arteries. 
Eventually the 


blood reaches the smallest arter- 
es, called arterioles, visible only 
.hru. microscope. Then it passes 
Into the capillary spaces—not ves- 
sels, mere spaces between the 
cells; the blood on the tissues, 
where interchanges of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide occur, is no longer 
In blood vessels, but rather is seep- 
ing thru the tissue substance as 
water seeps thru sand.

the- abdomen arc pn rticula rly fre- 
quent in epidemics of infections of 
the nose and throat. In such cases 
the child often complains of shaip 
pains, usually around tho navel. 
There may bo vomiting and di- 
arrhea. 
In a child who is crying-, and 
who Is nervous and resistant, it 
may at times be difficult to tell 
this condition from 
acute 
ap- 
pendicitis. 
However, 
in appen- 
dicitis there ia rigidity and ten- 
derness in the right lower part of 
the abdomen. 
In certain of the infections of 
the nose 
and 
throat, 
acidosis, 
which means a lessening of the 
amount of alkali in the blood, is 
present. 
This 
causes 
continued 
vomiting, pain in the abdomen and 
rapid breathing-. There may be a 
"fruit-like" odor to the breath and 
the lips are usually a cherry-red 
color. The child may have a fever 
which is rather high, and there 
may be some increase iu tho num- 
ber of white cells 
in the 
blood. 
The urine contains substances such 
as acetone (as-et-on) or diacetlc 
(di-as-et'ik) acid. Chemical titeta 
can be carried out to tell whether 
or not these substances are pres- 
ent. ' 
Proper Diagnosis* 


It is important in these cases 
that a proper diagnosis be made 
and the acidosta not be confused 
with appendicitis because a child 
with acidosis docs not stand op- 
eration very well. On the other 
hand, ncidosis mny occur in chil- 
dren with appendicitis. However,

He wilJ succeed Irl Tubbs, who 
came to Iowa from Miami in the 
spring of 1937 and whose teams 
won only two games during his 
two year regime. 
Anderson will arrive in Iowa 
City Tuesday and will meet with 
the athletic 'board in the after- 
noon. 
Monday's announcement put to 
rest all rumors that 
Anderson 
would reject the Iowa bid in favor 
of a lucrative offer from Holy 
Cross. 
Neither Schroeder nor members 


of the board would comment on 
the salary Anderson will receive 
but it is believed to be in excess of 
$10,000 annually. 


Tubbs received $7,800 annually 
and was on a year to year contract 
basis. 
He' was notified Monday 
that his contract 'would not be re- 
newed. 


In Full Charge. 


"Anderson will be in full charge 


of football," Schroeder explained. 
"No games will be scheduled ex- 
cept at his request and all details 
concerning football will be entirely 
in his hands.

his two assistant coaches at Holy
